| LONDON’S OLDEST SCHOOL, 


Dame Alice Owen's Is a Remarkable 
Establishment. 

An interesting educational experi- 
ment is about to be tried in connec- 
tion with what is probably London's 
most ancient school. This school, 
which is known as Dame Alice Owen’s 
School, situated near the Angel, Is- 
lington, and which dates back three 
hundred years, has no playground or 
playing fields attached to it Some 
time ago, however, means were found 
to purchase ten acres of ground near 
Barnet. As these playing fields, how- 
| ever, are eight miles from the school, 
ithe present headmaster, Mr. R. 
| Cholmeley, is anxious to erect four 
class rooms on the ground, and to 
| arrange for the boys to be sent there 
}in batches one day a week, so that 
they may combine lessons with play. 

It is announced that there is a like- 
| lihood of sufficient funds being obtain- 
ed to allow of the scheme being car- 
ried out. Behind this announcement 
lies a scholastic romance of exception- 
|al interest; for the origin of Dame 
| Owen’s School was really due to an 
| accident. 

Three hundred years ago the district

the school. One day Mistress Alice 
| Wilks, who subsequently became

TRICKED WATER DIVINERS,

Walked Over Reservoir, But 
Twigs Wouldn't Bena. 
“Dowsers,” or*water diviners, had a 
field day at Guildford, Eng., recently. 
Hour after hour, grasping their in- 
struments with fixed gaze and meagur- 
ed pace, shaken every now and then 
by alarming paralytic spasms, they 
sought for underground water in mea- 
dow and roadway. 
Venerable dowsers with long white 
beards, looking like minor prophets; 
spry young dowsers, amateur dow- 
sers, lady dowsers, even & colonel 
dowser from Aldershot—they came to- 
gether at the invitation of the Sani- 
tary Record to prove that their power 
was genuine. 
Usually the instrument employed is 
a forked twig; the ends are grasped 
one in each fist, and the theory is that 
the twig moves, without conscious ac- 
tion by the holder, whenever it is 
over a spring or underground stream. 
But twigs are not the only aids which 
modern dowsers carry. One of them 
had a watch spring. Another used a 
broad band of steel which he called a 
clock spring. A third had pieces of 
whalebone, and a German dowser, Dr.

wire. 

Each with his pet device, they pac- 
ed all over the sites chosen—sites 
only disclosed to them when they ar- 
rived in the town.

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Making the Wrists Tapering. 

In these days of abbreviuted sleeved: 
shapely arms are more than ever a de 
sirable asset of beauty and incidental 
ly more difficult to acquire and retain 
since they are so exposed to air and 
dust. Thick wrists are proverDially 
ugly, so if thut is your trouble train 
them down by drawing first one and 
then the other through a circle made 
by pressing together the ends of the 
thumb and forefinger of the other 
hand. Repeat this whenever you hap- 
pen to think of it and with an increas 
ing degree of force. Be extremely 
careful in starting the movement not 
to pull or enlarge the joints of the 
wrist nor to stretch the tendons and 
keep in mind that it is a “tapering” 
wrist you-are working for. 

If the hand is spread unduly just 
where it joins the wrist then com 
mence the movement at the line of the 
knuckles instead of at the wrists and 
work down us if you were putting om 
a pair of new gloves. If the whole 
arm is too fleshy rub in a lotion com- 
posed of eighty-two grams of glycerim, 
five grams of iodide of potassium, 
twenty-three grams of alcohol and tes 
drops of oil of cloves, or if they are 
too thin apply olive ofl and almond of 
in equal parts, say three ounces each 

Exercise hardens the muscles and 
makes them tirm, but it is no longer 
considered desirable to cultivate 
bunches of muscle. Rather the effort 
is to develop symmetry; bence all the 
exercises for beautifying the contour 
of the arm sbould be exceedingly gen- 
tle, and bere is an excellent one for 
making the lower arm shapely: 

Stretch the arm vut from the shouk 
der; then turn the hand around as far 
as possible, with the elbow as a pivot, 
first ope way, then the otber, and re 
peat this four times with eacb arm. It 
the wrists are scrawny turn the hands 
upon the wrists ns a pivot and, in ad- 
dition, massage every night with warms 
cocoa butter, employing a rotary me 
tion. . 

If the skin of the arms is rough, 
with a tendency to redden and chap, 
wasb them at night with a bit of olf 
linen and apply a cold cream, but if 
they are merely rough and do not re 
spond to this treatment run a pumice 
stone very gently over the surface, ap- 
ply a soothing cream and draw on a 
pair of long gloves for the night. 

If the growth of bair upon the arms 
is thick enough to be distiguring there 
is no harm in removing it with barium 
sulphide, since the operatiov does not 
bave to be repeated more than once of 
twice a year. Ask for 5 cents’ worth 
at the druggist’s, mix with it about a 
dessertspoonful of flour, adding enough 
water to wake a paste, and thea 
spread it witb a knife all over the 
arms where there is bair to be remov” 
ed, Allow it to remain about three 
minutes, then scrape it off with a dull 
edged knife, when the offending bair 
will come with it, leaving the arm 
smooth and cleau, Peroxide of bydro- 
gen, used full strength, will also fn 
time so dry the roots of the hairs after 
lightening them that eventually tbey 
will disappear or at least be much less 
noticeable. name 


Cucumber In the Toilet. 

If your couk prepares cucumber salad 
in the French (the best) way you can 
procure your lotion without sacrificing, 
your salad, and, let me tell youl, the 
French way is the only ove that ren- 
ders cucumbers perfectly digestible. 
The vegetable should be peeled and 
finely sliced into a dish, with a pinch 
of salt lightly sprinkled over it. Then 
set the dish aside for twenty-tour 
hours, at the end of which time you 
will tind a quantity of juice bas drained 
out. This juice the French cook 
throws away, holding the dish under 
the cold water tap for an instant to 
wash both salt and juice away to 
gether. Then the cucumber, well 
drained, is dressed for table with a 
pinch of salt, plenty of black pepper, 
some vinegar and a few drops of oil. 
But it is the salt juice that the cook 
throws away that you need for your 
face lotion. to be applied round the 
eyes where the skin appears to sag. 
You can sponge the face with this night 
and morning, watching carefully the 
result and stopping the treatment if 
any roughness should make its appear- 
ance. In this event return for a few 
days to your usual face cream.

TO BUILD ELEVATORS 


INTERIOR TERMINAL ELEVATORS 
TO BE ERECTED 


Government Plans to Bulld String of 
Elevators to Relieve Grain Congest- 
lon—Volume of Grain Increasing so 
Rapidly Existing Railway Lines are‘ 
Greatly Taxed. | 


Ottawa, Ont.—-The question of in- 
terior terminal elevators which has 
heen engaging the attention of the | 
government for some time past is be- 
ing gradually worked out, and it is 
understood that several of these ele- 
vators will be built at once, the 
amount necessary for their construct- 
fon being included in the supplemen- 
tary estimates, which will shortly be 
laid before the House, 

If these interior elevators are built 
as termingls under the act, all grain 
going in and coming out of them will 
be weighed and inspected and can be 
sold on the inspection. This will en- 
able owners of grain to get a nego- 
tiable warehouse receipt on which they 
ean borrow from the banks or sell the 
grain on the markets. 

It is intended to have these eleva-! 
tors equipped with cleaning and drying 
apparatus to deal with damaged or 
wet grain. The advantage to the mil- 
Mog industry will be great, inasmuch 
as the mills will be able to secure 
grain supplies at all times of the 
year. Above all, these interior ele- 
vators will provide a further reserve 
storage capacity that is now lacking 
and they will bring the inspection of 
grain in closer relation with produc- 
ers. 

These first elevators are somewhat 
of. an experiment. If they can be 
operated successfully the government 
will be prepared to go further with 
this policy. 

The total volume of grain produced 
{n the thre. prairie provinces has in- 
creased so rapidly that every autumn 
the strain upon the existing railway 
systems and the supply of rolling 
gtock becomes greater. Railways are 
being built with great rapidity, and 
facilities provided in the shape of 
yards and elevators at Port Arthur and 
Fort William, as well as throughout 
the wheat growing area, The gov- 
ernment thoroughly recognizes the ne- 
cessity of doing everything possible to 
relieve the situation in the autumn 
and to get as large a quantity of grain 
as possible taken care of between the 
closing of navigation on the great 
lakes. 

The government has at the present 

time under consideration at Port Ar- 
thur a Jarge modern elevator with a 
capacity of three and one quarter mil- 
Iion bushels, which will be entirely 
controlled and operated by the board 
of grain commissioners. 
Every effort is being made to push 
forward the Hudson Bay railway to 
completion at as early a day as pos- 
sible, in order that this route may be 
used for the shipment of a _ large 
amount of grain every fall.

London Paper Tells How King and 
Queen Had Close Shave 


London.—Owing to a change in : 
‘ogramme, says the Daily Mirror, ; 


and Queen escaped an alarming 
aud possibly dangerous experience at 
Aldershot. 

The Queen was to fire a mine con- 
sisting of 160 pounds of gun powder 
by means of an electric button from 
an fron shed fifty yards away. The 
charge Was too dangerous to leave un- 
exploded, so when it was known that 
their Majesties would be unable to 
carry out that part of the programme, 
an order was given to fire it. The 
danger zone it was understood, was} 
a circle of about fifty yards diameter | 
with the mine as {ts centre. 

Owing, it is said, to the strong wind 
aud other causes, the explosion caused 
dense masses of clay to rise high in 
the air and to fall mainly in the high 
road, a distance of more than a hun- 
dred yards. Quantities of earth fell 
near the shed where the Queen would 
have heen, and on the road where the 
King would almost certainly have 
been waiching the explosion. One 
piece, which fell near the shed weigh- 
ed over half a hundredweight. 

Th. sky was black with clay for a 
few minutes, But 100 spectators and 
fifty sappers, who were watechine the 
explosion, made a wild dash for cover. 
A large lump was carried through the 
wind screen of the nearest motor car, 
which was covered with clay and 
sand, 


TOO MUCH HOME WATERS 
London Paper's Homily on Spreading | 
of Fleet, With Example 

Toadon.—The Daily Telegraph de- 
voted an article to the proposed visit 
of the, American fleet to the Mediter- 
ranean ports early next year. It 
said that Dritish hospitality would be 
exiended to the crews at Gibraltar 
and Malta and probably one Egyptian 
port. The Telegraph points out that 
the American fleet will be by far the 
most powerful in the Mediterranean 
and says that the decision of the Unit- 
ed States Government to despatch a 
force of such commanding power in- 
dicated the importance attached to 
the task of showing their flag to the 
old world with a view to supporting 
American diplomacy. 

In the opinion of The Telegraph the 
visit of the American ships will have 
the effect of inducing the British Gov- 
ernment to modify its present policy 
of continuous concentration of the 
naval power in home waters which 
many officers consider injurious to 
the spirit and character of the ser- 
yice,

HEALTH AND POLLUTION 


Expert Views on Need of Drattic En- 
forcement of Present Laws 


Ottawa.—The committee appointed 
to consider George H. Bradbury’s bill 
to prevent pollution of the navigable 
Streams, heard Dr. Connell, of King- 
ston. Mr. Bradbury was in the 
chair. Dr. Connell said that he had 
read Over the bill and there was great 
Lh for some such measure in Can- 

a. 

In reply to Mr. Bradbury, he said 
that typhoid nearly always came from 
bad water, though after an epidemic 
had broken out the majority of cases 
came from contact. Dr. Connell 
said there was more danger from a 
rapid running stream than from a slow 
one. 

W. B. Northrup asked for practi- 
cal suggestions as to what should be 
done. 

Dr. Connell said that

municipality. 

Asked for the best method of treat- 
ment of sewage, Dr. Connell said that 
no two cities could be treated alike. 

James White, Secretary of the Con- 
servation Commission, was the next 
witness. He filed a mass of statis- 
tics-in regard to the pollution of the 
stream and typhoid epidemics. Mr. 
White sald that he intended to secure 
information as to water pollution 
from the various states which front on 
boundary ‘streams, 

Dr. Hodgetts, of the Conservation 
Commission, the next witness, review- 
ed the legislation of the Provincial 
Governments on the question. Sas- 
katchewan was the first to pass legis- 
lation. Alberta has now the veto 
power over any proposed sewage plan. 
Manitoba had very strong laws and 
Ontario also had fairly good legisla- 
tion, 

Are they being enforced? asked Mr. 
Bradbury. 

That is just the trouble, said Dr. 
Hodgetts. The laws are very fine on 
paper, but they are not enforced; 
there is no central] authority. 

Isn't that the reason why there 
should be a Federal law? asked Mr. 
Bradbury. 

Yes, that is the very point. There 
is nothing in the British North Ameri- 
ca Act, which regulates public health 
in the provinces. For the first four 
years of Confederation the Dominion 
handled the public health. We need 
a big Federal department c2 public 
health with sanitary engineers in 
charge. Only the Federal depart- 
ment can afford the cost of highly 
paid engineers. 

In answer to a question from Mr. 
Bradbury, Dr. Hodgetts said that 
while he was not a lawyer, as he read 
the B.N.A. Act, there was nothing 
to prevent the Federal authorities to 
take over the question of public 
health, 


China and Its Opium 


London.—General Chang, present 
Chinese national opium prohibition 
commissioner, has arrived in England. 
Iie is delegated to place before the 
British peo le the plain facts of the 
opium situation, and to appeal on be- 
half of the men of all parties and 
provinces in China for a complete re- 
lez se from the otnazations imposed by 
existing treaties in respect to the 
incian traffie, 

General Chang, in discussing the 
British policy in an interview in the 
Daily News, referred to the effect of 
the opium traffic on Anglo-Chinese 
commercial relations, saying: 

Now that the Chinese people gen- 
erally have realized the evil that op- 
jum is doing to the country, they find 
it bard to forgive England for insist- 
ing on its importation, The poorer 
people are learning to read, and many 
of the new vernacular newspapers 
are very bitter. 


It would be gofng too far to say} 


there is a definite boycott against 


British goods, but certainly the tend-| 


ency is not to buy them when some- 
thing else will do as well. 

From many points of views, Brit- 
ish influence in China {is decreasing, 
solely on account of the resentment 
against the opium traffic, As long as 
your Shanghai stocks keep coming in 
these strained relations will, I fear, 
continue. 

How far this tendency has pene- 
trated, you will see from an amusing 
conversation I had recently with one 
of my servants. He had been sent 
to buy some kerosine oil and came 
back with an unusual brand. Ques- 
tioned why he had chosen this he ex- 
plained that one kind had a trade- 
mark which he thought British and 
the other American, and he unhesi- 
tatingly chose the American. 

You see, the general concluded, 
America gave us back her share of 
the Boxer Indemnity and she has giv- 
en us recognition, Great Britain has 
given us opium, Can you wonder 
that America gains in our developing 
market what Great Britain loses.

THE PEAR AND HOW TO 
GROW IT.

| gteatest drawback to pear culture. 


EAR trees are more difficult to 
mulutain in a healthy, produc: | 
tive condition than apple trees 
and cannot be grown with the | 

sae degree of success over so wide | 
an area of country. 

Trees propagated by budding the 
pear upon quince stock are known ag 
dwarfs. The Angers variety of quince 
1s principally used for this purpose, 
Such trees develop a fibrous root sys- 
tem, are dwarfed in babit and gener: / 
ally productive and come into bearing | 
early. Some varieties succeed better 
on quiuce stuck than on pear stock. 

\ The dwarf type of tree may be ad- 
fvantageously used on sinall city lots, 
fut in some of the eastern states there 
@re many large and profitable com 
mercial pear orchards of small size. 

' Trees produced by grafting or bud- 
ding impruved varieties on seedling 
pear stock are known as standards, 
Whey are comparatively longer lived 
than dwarfs and in time become lar- 
ger trees, capable of ylelding heavier 
crops of fruit, but they usually come 
(nto bearing more tardily. 

The “Lipping Process.” 

‘A method of converting dwarf trees 
foto half standards, often practiced | 
with good results, is known as the 
“lipplag process.” It consists In mak- 
fng a slit with a sbarp kuife through 
the bark and slightly intu the sapwood 
of the tree in an upward direction just 
above the uoion with the quince root 
on which {t has been worked. At 
these lips a callus forms from which 
fouts grow, and these io time become 
‘trong envugh to sustain the tree after |

The use of fertilizers In pear culture 
requires most careful consideration 
and judgment. Lands naturally fertile 
—viz, loamy soils so common in prairie 
regions, cleared forest lands and clay- 
ey soils having marl in their compost 
tion—should not be enriched. Tillable 
lands that will grow a good crop of 
corn are stifficiently fertile for the peat 
tree. When the pear orchard begins to 
lose its vigor from continuous fruit 
crops a light dressing of wood ashes or 
well rotted stable manure may prove 
beneficial. As long as the trees main- 
tain a normal, healthy growth they re- 
quire no stimulating food. Trees that 
are highly stimulated and are making a 
rapid growth are much more liable to 
be attacked by blight, which is the

One Year Trees Best. \ 

Strong, well rooted one-year-old trees 
are preferable to any other age, wheth- | 
er standard or dwarf. If early fruit- 
fulness is desired dwarfs are prefer- 
able, but it should be borne in mind 
that such trees are usually shorter 
lived and seldom attain large size. For | 
these reasons they are better adapted 
to smal! lots or to garden purposes. 

On the other hand, if longevity of 
tree, larger size and capacity for pro- 
ducing heavier crops are desired stand- 
ards should be planted. 

Pears vary in their season of ripen- 
ing, so that if proper attention is given 
to the selection of varieties and to care- 
ful handling and storing the pear, 
grower may have fruit for his table or 
market from midsummer until March. 

Some varieties of pear are infertile 
by themselves, and therefore varieties 
should be intermingled in planting in 
order to insure fruitfulness. No more 
than two rows of one variety should be 
planted together, alternating with some 
other variety that is considered a good 
pollinizer. It may be sald, however, 
that self fertile varieties under some 
conditions may become self sterile un- | 
der other conditions.

.. SOME BUDGET SECRETS 


GREAT PAINS TAKEN TO PRE- 
VENT EARLY INFORMATION. 


Great Britain’s Financial Statement 
For the Year and the Taxation 
Proposals Which Would Be Price. 
less If They Could Be Known Be- 
forehand Are Jealously Guarded— 
Gladstone's Tariff Reductions. 


Eighty years or so ago Sydney 
Smith declared “there are taxes upon 
every article on earth, and in the 
waters under the earth; upon every 
article which enters the mouth, or 
covers the back, or is placed under- 


foot. The schoolboy whips his taxed 
top, the beardless youth manages his 
taxed horse with a taxed bridle on @ 
taxed road; and the dying English- 
man, pouring his medicine, which has 
paid 7 per cent., into a spoon that has 
paid 15 per cent., flings himself back 
on to a chintz bed which has paid 22 
per cent. and expires in the arms of 
an apothecary who has paid $500 for 
a license.” 

Nor was this statemen', incredible 
as it seems, much of an exaggeration; 
for when Queen Victoria had been 
eight years on her throne, the articles 
subject to customs duties numbered 
as many as 1,163. Fourteen years lat- 
er they had been reduced to 418, of 
which Mr. Gladstone swept no fewer 
than 370 off the tariff list, bringi 
the total down to forty-eight. Wel 
might this great statesman recall with 
h's greatest pride in latter years that 
he had been six times Chancellor of 
the Exchequer — “Yes, six times in 
thirty years.” | 

Disraeli, tor like Gladstone, was 
prouder of his work as Chancsllor 
than of his Premierships, .as was 
shown when, on bidding good-bye for 
what proved to be the last time to 
John Bright, he said: ‘Good-bye, Mr. 
Bright. I am proud to remember that 
I have been thrice Chancellor of the 
Excheauer.”’ 

It is fortunate for Britain that her 
purse-strings have always been in 
such discreet and honorable hands; 
for of all a nation’s secrets none 
should ie more jealously guarded 
than those of its finances, and it is 
eloquent of the integrity of our state- 
men that no case has ever been known 
in which a single budget secret has 
been taken advantage of until it has 
become the property of the world, 
although its disclosure might have 
put a fortune into pockets none too 
well filled. 

And the Chancellor has no mono- 
poly of this integrity; for, apart from 
every member of the Cabinet, there 
are always two men to whom the bud-- 
get is as much an open book as to him 
—the Permanent Financial Secretary 
to the Treasury and the Permanent 
Administrative Secretary, who have 
its details to the last penny at their 
finger-ends, and who have had a larg- 
er pat than himself in preparing it. 

There are, too, a score or more min- 
or officials who know its secrets—at 
least, in parts. For months before the 
budget is revealed to the world memo- 
randa are passing from one depart- 
ment to another; inquiries by the 
hundred are made and answered; com- 
ments are made in the margins of 
documents; copies of this, that, and 
the other are made, corrected, docket- 
ed, pigeon-holed, each furnishin 
some small clue to the mystery. An 
yet no whisper comes from all these 
discreet budget builders to the outer 
world. If a whisper is ever heard it 
has its origin in some official ‘‘back- 
stairs’ and lacks both authority and 
accuracy, Other state secrets of great 
moment may leak out through care- 
lessness or fraud, but the budget re- 
mains inviolate. 

There is, it is true, a story of one 
betrayal, which had no serious conse- 
quences—except for the betrayer. In 
Mr. Gladstone's first Chancellorship, 
his private secretary, a youthful mem- 
ber of a noble family, is said to have 
raised the curtain on the forthcoming 
budget over the tea cups. Probably 
he revealed nothing of any import- 
ance, but a secretary so indiscreet 
was no man for a responsible posi- 
tion, and his place was promptly giv- 


en to one with a better-guarded 
tongue.
